Wilson E. Speir, director of 
the Texas Department of 
Public Safety. 
D edication 
cerem onies 
will be held at the west en­ 
trance of the facility at 909 
14th Street and a crowd of 
about 500 persons is ex­ 
pected. Officials invited to 
attend the ceremonies in­ 
clude 
Cong. 
Jim 
Collins, 
Cong. Ray Roberts, State 
Sen. Peyton McKnight, State 
Rep. Bob Hendricks, 199th 
District Judge Tom Ryan 
and 59th D istrict Judge 
David Brown. City, school 
and 
police officials 
from 
nearby cities have also been 
invited to attend. 
Police and court personnel 
will be available from I;30 to 
3:30 to escort groups through 
the new facility and explain 
new procedures which are to 
be implemented. 
Approved by the voters in 
a 1971 bond election, the 
13,500 square foot building 
and its adjacent 
parking 
facilities were constructed 
at a cost of $440,394 and 
furnished and equipped for 
an additional $25,000. The 
site w as 
purchased 
for 
$93,696. 
V o t e r s 
o r i g i n a l l y 
authorized 
the 
sale 
of 
$475,000 in bonds for land, 
building and equipment and 
the 
city 
council 
later 
allocated $85,000 in revenue 
sharing funds for the facility 
and 
sold 
an 
additional 
$80,000 
in 
certificates 
of 
indebtedness. About $10,000 
of the funds will be used to 
refurbish the old police 
space in 
the 
m unicipal 
building for use as the tax 
office. 
C r e a m -c o lo r e d 
f u r ­ 
nishings upholstered in red 
and blue are used in most of 
the building, although the 
large, tiled lobby is fur­ 
nished 
in 
orange. 
Most 
sections of the building are 
carpeted in grey and accent 
walls of blue, orange and 
yellow are featured. 
Working sp ace in 
the 
police department has been 
increased by about five 
times and is designed to 
allow the implementation of 
updated techniques of law 
enforcement. Office and lab 
space has been greatly in­ 
creased and a new records 
section has been established. 


Police officers are to be 
issued portable dictaphones 
so they can verbally record 
their offense reports. Clerks 
will then be used to tran­ 
scribe the tapes rather than 
requiring the officer to fill 
out the report. This new 
precedure is expected 
to 
greatly increase the officer’s 
efficien cy and give him 
more time for enforcement 
work. 


A nother 
p r o c e d u r a l 
change is the use of closed 
circuit television to monitor 
the building at all times. The 
dispatcher 
can 
scan 
the 
building on cam eras in five 
locations and will be able to 
follow a prisoner from his 
entrance into the building, 
through 
the 
booking 
procedure and into a cell. 


These 
and 
other 
procedures are expected to 
increase 
the 
law 
en ­ 
forcement capability of the 
department and employes 
are eager to show residents 
the new facilities available 
for their protection and 
service.

This brings on a whole class of 
drugs called an ti-histamines 
that help block the action ot the 
histamine and give a person 
some relief until 
it frosts. 
Another type of treatment is 
desensitization (allergy shots). 
A Dr. can test a person, find out 
what he is allergic to and give 
shots that take care of the 
situation. Other than 
that a 
person can learn to live with

A rare thing happened at 
the Windmill Dinner Theatre 
the other night.. . Mercedes 
McCambridge got a standing 
ovation from the press, 
serving as further proof that 
she is every bit a great, 
great talent. 
Miss 
NcCambridge 
is 
starring in-and directing-- 
the theatre’s production of 
William Marchant’s “ Desk 
Set," an agining comedy 
which is clever, entertaining 
and amusing, 
but 
which 
won’t win any awards for 
being the funniest show in 
town 
It concerns the all-girl 
research department of a 
large television network and 
their battle against the plans 
of 
an 
immature 
and 
egotistical efficiency expert 
to replace them 
with 
a 
computer. 
Miss McCambridge, as 
Bunny Watson, is in the thick 
of the 
fray 
as 
the 
en­ 
cyclopedic-minded 
depar­ 
tment head who is fighting 
for both her job and the heart 
of her boss, a middle-aged 
bachelor who can’t bring 
himself to pop the question 
after seven years of court­ 
ship 
At first glance, it’s hard to 
envision Miss McCambridge 
in a comedy role because of 
her outstanding talents as a 
dramatic actress. However, 


she 
makes 
it 
seems 
as 
though 
Marchant tailored 
the part to her specifications 
and proves to be a master of 
dry, but devastating humor. 
As in most preview per­ 
formances, there were in­ 
stances of dead space in the 
dialogue, uncertainty in 
some stage movements, and 
a few of the cast members 
seemed unsettled in their 
respective roles. However, 
they made it all come 
together, 
and 
Miss 
McCambridge’s 
superb 
performance 
effectively 
negated the flaws. 
Her 
highly 
developed 
directional abilities also 
came to light, but only after 
she had received the stan­ 
ding ovation for her acting. 
Motioning the audience to 
silence, she revealed that the 
cast had not seen the script 
until six days prior to the 
first performance. 
To perform as they did, 
under those circumstances, 
the cast deserves bouquets, 
also. Most notable were 
Robert Karnes as Bunny’s 
boss, Rayford Shelton as the 
aloof and snobbish efficiency 
expert, and Penny Robbins 
as one of the office girls. 
Also noteworthy is Ann 
Stafford who, despite some 
overplaying, is a likeable 
and believable Ruthie, the 
teensier of the office. 
The play is entertaining, 
enjoyable, but more than 


that, the opportunity to

Help, however, is on the 
way for that generation

growing militancy of the 
elders —senior citizens — 
and lessening militancy of 
the youngers —youth culture 
-b o th of which seemed to 
have captured between them 
all the media and govern­ 
ment attention. 
The help is in the form of a 
new book —handbook, really 
— called 
“ Mazel 
Tov! 
Y o u ’re 
M id d le - a g e d ” 
(Doubleday) 
by 
Albert 
Vorspan, director 
of 
the 
Commission on Social Action 
of Reform Judaism. 
Vorspan takes the con­ 
fusion although not the 
bewilderment (no one can do 
that) out of being middle- 
aged. 
N evertheless, 
my 
colleagues assure, at that 
perilous but ill-defined time 
of life, half a loaf and all that 
is better ... 
In a spare, laugh-filled 128 


pages that are not without 
their 
serious 
passages. 
Vorspan treats such subjects 
as consciousness-raising for 
the middle ages, psychiatry 
exercise, parenthood, e n ­ 
te rta in m e n t, 
p o litic s, 
religion and sex. 
In his chapter on religion, 
“Try it; you’ll like,’’ Vor­ 
span suggests there are a lot 
of good reasons for the 
middle-age person to start 
getting 
involved in 
their 
church or temple again. 
“One is that young people 
are abandoning the local 
church and temple in droves, 
so there is one place you can 
go without having a bunch of 
raunchy kids underfoot," he 
said. 
“Another reason is that 
you’re getting to the age 
where you should be hedging 
your bet anyway. If there is 
a God, He’ll be impressed. If 
there is not, there is cer­ 
tainly a clergyman (albeit a 
lesser deity to worship) who 
will be equally impressed by 
the availability of another 
w arm 
body 
in 
the 
congregation.’’ 
Becoming involved in reli­ 
gion, Vorspan says, “makes 
you 
realize 
there 
is 
something bigger in life than 
yourself — and that is the 
local clergyman with the 
limp wrist (from laying on of 
hands), the interfaith smile 
and the Mount Rushmere 
face. 


“You should be a part of 
the great mysteries of life, 
one of which is how that 
congregation is going to pay 
off its $2 million m ortgage.” 
Another major benefit of 
religion, 
according 
to 
Vorspan, which will par­ 
ticularly 
interest 
those 
approaching middle-age is 
health. 
He cited a study which 
shows that 
people 
who 
prayed daily had a very low 
incidence of heart attack. 


Coupled with that, was the 
fact that those who prayed 
most 
frequently also led 
more regular lives, exer­ 
cised more and had a loving 
wife. 
“The lesson is obvious: if 
you want to avoid heart 
attacks, try religion and go 
whole hog — become an 
Orthodox Jew working as a 
carpenter in Galilee who 
doesn’t smoke and who has a 
wife who loves him (a great 
deal but not to death), and 


who is chairman 
of the 
Pulpit committee (he gives 
heart attacks, doesn’t have 
them !).” 
Vorspan also pokes some 
fun at both the relevance and 
innovation kicks in religion

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DEAK POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with those who put m a­ 
chines in rest rooms, etc., that contain all sorts of things. 
However, none I have ever seen hold disposable diapers. 
Often I have been downtown for just a short time and never 
thought an extra diaper would be needed. Then my toddler 
would get into trouble. If we mothers knew such diapers 
were available it would often save us from having to carry a 
diaper bag. — KAREN. 
DEAK POLLY — Mrs.J.H.M. who wants to use old stock­ 
ings for making a rug must first cut her hose into strips by 
going round and round like peeling an apple. Each single 
stocking will be in one continuous strip. Tie all strips togeth­ 
er to make one piece. Three strips can be braided together. 
When the desired amount is braided coil it to make the 
center of the rug. Shape in an oblong or circle as desired and 
stitch pieces together by hand as you would any braided rug. 
Before the work starts the hose can be dyed any desired col­ 
or or colors. — HELEN. 
DEAK POLLY — I have made several rugs from old stock­ 
ings and would like to tell Mrs.J.H.M. that I cut the strips 
round and round the stockings. Their width depends on the 
weight of the hose but one or two inches wide usually works 
well. Sew slanted ends together, roll strips into a ball by 
stretching as you roll. Single crochet into round or oval 
shape being sure to increase at corners so rug stays flat. I use 
one at my back door and find it washes well, dries fast and 
lasts and lasts. When using nylon hose I like to cut the strips 
at least four inches wide. — MRS.J.B.S. 
DEAK POLLY — My Pointer is for those girls who like to 
hang their wash outdoors to dry. Alternate long and short 
garments on the line. For example, hang an undershirt, then 
underpants or a towel and then a washcloth, etc. This allows 
the air to flow around the longer pieces when they are not all 
bunched together and they dry much faster. — JOAN. 
DEAR POLLY — When refolding a pattern that has been 
used, fold with the description of each piece visible. Some­ 
time you may want to use just the sleeve from a pattern and 
all the pieces do not have to be unfolded and then refolded to 
find what you want. 
When hemming a dress or anything extremely wide I al­ 
ways thread at least two needles at one time and then do not 
have to lay the work aside to thread a needle. — LILLIAN. 


DEAR POLLY — My 3-year-old son spilled orange candle 
wax on our white and gold credenza but in my haste to get 
the hot wax off of him, I forgot the credenza until the wax 
had hardened. I scraped it off but was left with a terrible 
orange stain. This piece stands just inside the front door and 
the sun shines on it and in Just a few days I was amazed to see 
that the sun had bleached out all the stain. 
My energy crisis Pointer is that when I am ironing I turn 
off the iron before I am quite finished and can iron on a while 
as it holds the heat so long. Several things can be pressed 
after the electricity has been turned off. (Polly’s note — This 
is a good time to do those garments that require a barely 
warm iron.)— PEGGY.

HISTORY OF THE 
CHURCH 17. 
OTHER RELIGIOUS 
LEADERS 
I. George Fox (1624-1691) 
John 4:23-24. 
George Fox was born in 
England, the son of a 
weaver. As a boy, he was 
very serious, and sensitive to 
right and wrong. When 20 
years of age, he became 
distressed about his spiritual 
condition, also for two or 
three years after. He was at 
last delivered by an inward 
voice which directed him to 
Christ as the only one who 
could help him. In 1646 he 
ceased attending church, but 
preached to many people 
and won numerous converts 
from the lower middle class. 
His one central doctrine was 
the “Inner Light,” which he 
got from the scripture, “God 
is a Spirit: and they that 
worship Him must worship 
Him in spirit and in truth.” 
John 4:24. 
He was first imprisoned at 
Nottingham in 1649 for in­ 
terrupting a preacher’s 
sermon by an impetuous 
appeal from the Scriptures 
to 
the 
Holy 
Spirit 
as 
authority and guide. In all, 
he spent eight terms in 
English prisons. Fox and his 
friends were first called 
Quakers 
in 
1650. 
The 
Quakers, 
or 
Friends, 
received much persecution 
for a long time, often 1,000 or 
more being in prison. A 
number were put to death. 
Rom. 8:35-39. 
George Fox taught Spirit 
baptism and sanctification, 
renounced water baptism as 
mere 
form. 
He 
made 
provision for the poor, en­ 
couraged free education. He 
was against war, and also 
opposed undue severity in 
laws. He visited the West 


Indies and America in 1671- 
72. He also visited Holland 
and Germany, with William 
Penn and others in 1677 
where he was welcomed by 
the people. 
2. William Penn (1644-1718) 
Prov. 19:17. 
William Penn was the son 
of a wealthy English ad­ 
miral. A t the age of eleven, 
a strong conviction of God’s 
presence came to him. The 
family removed to Ireland 
by his father in 1666, to 
manage the admiral’s large 
Irish estates. Thomas Loe 
again found Penn, who once 
more became a Quaker, this 
time for life. 
He 
was 
driven from home, but af­ 
terward beearn se reconciled 
to his father. William Penn 
was in prison at times, also 
labored diligently to help 
liberate other Quakers. He 
married at the age of 28. In 


1688 he made a trip to 
Holland and the Rhine 
Valley of Germany with 
George Fox and others. 


In 1681 Charles II granted 
William Penn the colony of 
Pennsylvania to settle for a 
large debt he had owed 
Admiral Penn, the father. 
William 
Penn came 
to 
America with about one 
hundred others in 1682. He 
met the different Indian 
tribes in 1683, bought land 
from 
them, 
and 
made 
treaties of friendship. He 
was soon called back to 
England. 
Thousands 
of 
English 
Quakers, 
or 
Friends, settled in Penn­ 
sylvania. Large numbers of 
“ Pennsylvania D utch” 
came from the Rhine Valley 
in the 18th century, and 
gratefully settled in their 
new home of liberty.

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Veteran Actor Returns To Stage 
Gazzara Returns To Stage After TV And Movie Successes

HOLLYWOOD (U P I) - 
Ben Gazzara will challenge 
Thomas Wolfe’s old ad­ 
monition, “ You Can’t Go 
Home Again,” by returning 
to the Broadway theater to 
re-establish himself as a 
stage performer. 
It’s been a decade since 
the prodigal last appeared in 
New York and he’s uptight 
about going home. 
“ A lot of things have 
happened to me in the years 
between,” Gazzara said in 
his distinctive basso. “ Most 
of them good. I ’ve made a 
helluva lot of money in 
movies and television.” 
For three of those years he 
starred in “ Run For Your 
Life,” a highly successful TV 
series. Earlier this year his 
performance in “ GB V II” on 
the tube won him wide ac­ 
claim. 


A tower of calm on a movie 
set, almost sleepy on a 
television stage, Gazzara is 
filled 
with 
butterflies 
awaiting his entrance on a 
stage. 
“ There’s 
a 
big 
dif­ 
ference,” he said. “ First 
there’s the immediacy of the 
audience. But it’s also the 
fact that the stage is the only 
literary art form where you 
use every part of yourself as 
an actor. 
“ But I like the butterflies. 
It’s a good feeling. 
But­ 
terflies prove the actor still 
cares.” 
A blazing Broadway star 
in the early '50s with three 
successive hits —“ End as a 


Man,” “ Cat on a Hot Tin 
Roof” and “ A Hatful of 
Rain” — Gazzara moved on 
to 
Hollywood and 
movie 
stardom without a hitch. 
Then IO years ago, he 
returned to New York in 
Jean Anouilh’s “ Traveller 
Without Luggage.” It landed 
with a thud. The reception 
might have discouraged a 
lesser man from attempting 
a 
second 
comeback 
on 
Broadway. 
But Gazzara, balding, 
daring and beguiling, likes 
tough odds. 
This 
time he stars in 
Eugene O’Neill’s “ Hughie.” 
It is a twocharacter play and 
he is on stage throughout. 
Co-star Peter Maloney has 
only 32 lines. Gazzara must 
carry it all. His margin for 
error is zip. 
“ I think we’ll be a hit,” he 
said. “ I opened the play in 
Chicago for eight weeks. We 
played 
12 
weeks. 
The 
reviews were like love let­ 
ters.” 
Why Chicago, he was 
asked, instead of the big 
splash on Broadway. 
“ Because I didn’t want to 
take the chance of falling on 
my face for the wise guys in 
New York. But they sur­ 
prised me. The New York 
Times and Time magazine 
sent 
their reviewers 
to 
Chicago. The reviews were 
raves. 
“ That encouraged me to 
open here in Hollywood for 
four weeks. In October we 
move into the Booth theater 
in New York.” 
Gazzara 
spills 
more 


money than he earns in the 
play. But his attachment to 
the theater is such that he 
willingly sacrifices lucrative 
offers from movies and 
television to indulge his first 
love. 
“ I didn’t have to make any 
adjustments returning to the 
theater,” he said. “ It’s like 
driving a car. Once you 


learn, you don’t forget. 
“ And I don’t miss the 
cushion of re takes. If you 
blow a line in a movie you do 
it over. On stage when I 
forget a line I make one up. I 
don’t 
panic. 
If 
you’re 
grooved to the character 
nobody notices. 
“ I will never stay away 
from the stage another IO 


years. Never. I ’ll continue to 
work in films, television and 
the theater. Specialization 
kills the spirit. And what is 
an actor without spirit.” 
Gazzara rolled a fat cigar 
in his mouth, winked broadly 
and prepared for a matinee 
performance in “ Hughie.” 
Butterflies or no, he could 
not have been happier.
